The Bureau desires that at the earliest possible date, s / 
counterintelligence techniques be directed against Tabbutt in 
order to discredit him in the eyes of the Klan and neutralize his 
efforts. 


Philadelphia is requested to submit suitable recommendations 
to the Bureau so that, if approved, they can be utilized without 
delay. 

The Bureau has a definite desire to cause Tabbutt's 
expulsion from the Klan. He has an unsavory background and has 
been described as a con man P an opportunist, and a person who would 
sell information to anyone. 

As a starting point, it is suggested Philadelphia consider 
anonymously or publicly making known his dual association as a 
source or informant for both B'nai B'rith (as set forth in referenced 
Philadelphia airtel) and Ku Klux Klan. This is merely a suggestion. 
Any logical counterintelligence recommendations will be appreciated. 

Copies are being designated for Baltimbre, Birmingham, 
Charlotte, Richmond and Washington Field inasmuch as these offices 
have a mutual interest in Tabbutt at this time.

DANIEL BURROS, Grand Dragon of New York State, presided 
over the meeting. He made a plea for money for the KKK Treasury 
of New York. He stated the Klan was considering shifting their 
headquarters to Upstate New York because of the pressures brought 
about by New York City Police Department constantly watching the 
building at 1762 First Avenue, New York City. 

DANIEL BURROS then introduced ROY FRANKHOUSER, Grand 
Dragon of Pennsylvania. 

ROY FRANKHOUSER said the Klan aim is to have five 
permanent Klaverns in New York State. There were 13,000 persons 
who were members of the Klan during the 1930's. A search of the 
Klan records in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, will produce their names as

possible members to be contacted. A list of these names will 
be furnished each Klavern and it is expected every Kleagle 
will contact each person on the list as possible new members, 
within 30 days of receipt from National Headquarters. Security 
checks will be conducted by EUGENE TABBUT on those persons 
who indicate an interest in the Klan. He stated that the Klan 
has already infiltrated the Congress of Racial Equality, National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People, Anti-Defamation 
League, and the Zionist Movement. 

DANIEL BURROS then introduced EUGENE TABBUT, Imperial 
Director of KBI. 


EUGENE TABBUT confirmed FRANKHOUSER's statement regarding 
the infiltration of various civil rights organizations. He claimed 
to have an official report of the FBI investigation of the church 
bombing in Birmingham, Alabama, where three Negro children met 
their death by an explosion. He said this report rules out a 
bombing at this church, the explosion having been caused by gas 
backing up in the kitchen of the church, igniting, and causing 
the walls of the church to crumble. TABBUT mentioned briefly 
another organization called the Black Klan, sponsored by MARTIN 
LUTHER KING, which is being organized. According to source, TABBUT 
did not further elaborate on this organization, however.

It was observed at this meeting that a check in the 
amount of $7*500.00 from some members of the John Birch Society of 
New Jersey, was given to the Klan as an indication of their 
desire for membership in the Klan and their denouncement and 
proposed renunciation of the John Birch Society of New Jersey. 


Klansmen TABBUT, BURROS, and HARVEY were overheard 
discussing money problems. HARVEY made a plea for money from 
National Headquarters since the Ohio Klan was broke. TABBUT stated 
the Klan needs all the money it can raise for the hearing on the 
Klan in the South being conducted by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities.

The counterintelligence suggestion submitted by 
Philadelphia has considerable merit and is appreciated. 

It is the feeling of the Bureau that we should enlarge 
upon this suggestion in order to achieve an even greater result 
than causing the expulsion of Tabbutt from the United Klans of 
America (UKA). 

Self-explanatory copies of reairtel are attached for th^ 
information of Atlanta and Birmingham. 

The Bureau proposes the following, to be considered for 
action by the Bureau only after review of comments and 
recommendations aB submitted by Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Philadelphia.' 

It is proposed that the anonymous letter (allegedly 
from a former Klansman, as suggested by Philadelphia) be mailed to 
selected Klan leaders. This letter will of course be critical 
of Imperial Vizard Shelton of the UKA on the basis of his 
association with Tabbutt who has the reputation of selling 
information to anyone. The Philadelphia Office would then contac[t 
Mr. Morris Litman, Executive City Editor of the'Philadelphia 
Inquire:;" regarding the anonymous letter. (The letter would

informants.) Philadelphia would suggest to Litman that he 
contact Mr. Samuel Gaber, Executive Director, Anti-Defamation 
League, B'nai B'rith, at Philadelphia, to ascertain Tabbutt's 
association with B'nai B'rith. It would also be suggested to 
Litman that he assign Mr. Dennis Higgins, a "Philadelphia Inquirer" 
reporter to the preparation of an expose-type story as a follow-up 
to the story recently prepared by Higgins regarding his survey 
of extremist groups. Philadelphia would also furnish to Litman 
and Higgins "lead" information to be utilized along with whatever 
information Gaber of B'nai B'rith made available. The proposed 
article by Higgins would not only involve Shelton's association 
with Tabbutt (with the knowledge that Tabbutt has associated with 
B'nai B'rith) but would play up the fact that Shelton and James R. 
Venable, Chairman of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, are 
at odds. 


After the publication of the proposed "expose" type 
article by Higgins, a second anonymous letter (allegedly from the 
same former Klansman) would be sent to the same Klan leaders who 
received the first anonymous letter along with copies of the 
article written by Higgins saying in effect "I told you so." 

We would then follow this with a third letter, in the 
simulated handwriting of Shelton, (prepared by the FBI Laboratory) 
and by some means make it available to Venable and others whom we 
feel should receive it. This letter would be prepared in a manner 
that would show that Shelton and Tabbutt are very close and would 
deal with Klan matters that are currently of great interest to both 
of them. 


Philadelphia, Atlanta and Birmingham are requested to 
submit comments and recommendations on the feasibility of the 
above proposal along with specific ideas on how this can be carried 
out. Atlanta and Birmingham are also requested to submit the names 
and addresses of logical Klan officials who should be recipients of 
the respective anonymous letters. 

It is pointed out that if the above proposals are 
believed feasible, it will be necessary to secure samples of 
Shelton's handwriting. In this regard, you are advised that a

required, and any additional specimens obtained will facilitate 
the efforts of the Laboratory. To reproduce an individual's 
handwriting, the most important factor is to determine the manner 
in which the letters are connected in order to form wards. 
Although original copies of handwriting are of most value, 
photographs or photostats also are of use.

Basically, there are two major divisions of extremists—

. In general, the Left takes orders from leaders in Moscow... 
or Peking, while the Right’s doctrines are formulated in -1 
the United Slates. But It js difficult to generalize, along 
these lines since the extremist groups /all into every division.;

extremist groups of the New Left is the Students for a\> 
Democratic,Society, an organization with 2000 members and » 
about 6000 closely aligned supporters in 80 colleges. Organ-."1 
ized in 1060, the SDS has attracted radicals of every degree • 

, of the Left, differing only from • its- rivals in that while-'; 
Marxists constitute a major part of its membership, Marxism -i 
is seldom mentioned in public. 

The SDS movement is the organization behind the teach- ^ 
ius, where students hear their professors decry the 
'‘imperialist warmongering” of the United Slates in Vietnam. .' 

The SDS reaction to American foreign policy is, predict- ; 
able, to say the least 1 . Whatever the United Slates does is *< 
staunchly opposed by the’ group—except when we aid Com-';! 
munist-bloc countries. ,. ' \ •, V- 

A major project of the SDS is to distribute antiwar pam-,^ - 
phlets at Army bases, buy advertisements in service news¬ 
papers, and picket napalm-producing factories. This is en-*' 
visioned by Clark Kissinger. 24-year-old leader of tbc SDS,. 
as a violation of the Espionage Act of 1017, which forbids 
activity that jeopardizes the war effort during a national- 
emergency. Since a''national emergency declared by Presi- 
dent Harry S Truman'at the start of the Korean War has, 
never been cancelled, Kissinger said his pickets would be ar-' 
rested and brought to trial. And at the trial, he said, the. 
Federal Government.would be forced to act as both prosecu-* 
tor and defense. Why both? . • ' 

The United States position stated during the Nuremberg ; 
war crimes trials was that when a government acta in im¬ 
moral ways—as did Nazi Germany—the individual has a duty ; 
not only to object but to protest. Whether Kissinger’s think-, 
ing .is right or wrong, this "trial” he envisions would,-if noth¬ 
ing else, make a fool out of Uncle Sam in the eyes of the 
world. . ^

It Is believed.by the Philadelphia County Detective’s 
Office that EUGENE will not. apply for renewal since 
his publicized connection with the KKKK would be 
grounds for .barring him. EUGENE has been' known to 
that office for a long time, and recently volunteered 
to a county detective his current connection witjh 
the Klan.' If he applies for renewal, he will be turned 
down. • 

CLAYTON W. TABBUTT has applied for a 
private detective's license and will receive this 
license' unless the Bureau or Washington Field can 
make available public source Information that CLAYTON 
was with his brother EUGENE at the time of the HCUA 
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hearings and is a Klan member. It appears that CLAYTON 
TABBUTT is securing the license; for the purpose of 
maintaining the legal basis for EUGENE 1 s private detective 
firm. 

Philadelphia has secured a copy of CLAYTON W. 
TABBUTT’s application. This reflects that he is a white 
male, 5’11", l68 pounds, brown gray hair, and was born 
8/7/93 at Lubec, Maine. 

CLAYTON resides at 14 East Albemarle Avenue, 
Lansdowne, Pa. He claims to have resided in Pennsylvania 
since. 1922. He served in the Armed Forces of the United 
States from 4/16 to 3/19 and was honorably discharged. 

He was an investigator with the Internal Revenue Service 
and its predecessor agenbies from 10/26 to 6/ty9 , when 
he retired. From 5/56 to 1958, he held a private 
detective's license in Painsylvania.

You should write a letter to the ranking state, 
city, or police department official who is responsible for 
the issuing of private detective licenses and gun carrying 
permits and enclose a blind memorandum which sets forth the 
facts. Xerox copies of a letter and blind memorandum are 
attached as examples. These are submitted for your assistance, 
but any similar phraseology which accurately sets forth the 
facts regarding the Tabbutt brothers will suffice.

It la noted that recent HCUA hearings have raised the t ' 
possibility of suspicion being cast on SHELTON in the r * 
handling and management of Klan funds. It appears at this 
point that {Clansmen seem to accept the belief that SHELTON 
has not mls-approprLated Klan funds or has used them for any 
selfish gain. It la believed this apparent blind faith In 
SHELTON comes from a desire on the part of Klan members to 
feel secure In their organization and itB leaders. However, 
it la felt that a tactic of the sort recommended by Philadelphia 
and the Bureau would create further suspicion of SHELTON and 
his associates and would serve a very useful purpose. 

Regarding the proposed anonymous letter as suggested 
by Philadelphia on page 5 of referenced Philadelphia airtel, 
Atlanta feels It is a good letter with the possible exception 
that it may be too anti-Jewish In content. Although the Klan 
is anti-Jewish and .antl-Cathollc, It has not placed great 
emphasis on anti-Jewish or antl-Cathollc propaganda. United 
Klana is more openly critical of the Negro race and Atlanta 
believes that strong emphasis on anti-Jewish standings might 
be open to suspicion by individuals receiving the letter.

Referenced Atlanta letter suggests that the 
anonymous letter from a former klansman, as proposed by 
Philadelphia, may be too anti-Jewlsh In content, Inasmuch 
as the United Klans Is more openly critical of the Negro; 
race. Atlanta further advised that strong emphasis on 
anti-Jewlsh standings might be open to suspicion by indi¬ 
viduals receiving the letter. 

While it Is apparent that some anti-Jewlsh 
comments, as submitted by Philadelphia, must be included 
in view of Tabbutt's association with Jewish organizations, 
the comments of Atlanta bear serious consideration. 

Atlanta is requested to promptly submit a revised 
version of the anti-Jewlsh portion of the proposed letter 
and also a portion which will be critical of the Negro race 
which could be added to the letter.

These occurrences rsferred to are: (1) the 
public eeeeptance by SHILTON of a proposal advanced by the Grand 
Dragon of Pennsylvania, ROY FRANKHOUSKR, JR., that the Klan 
open its ranks to reecruits of the Roman Catholic Faith; and 
(2) on 10/31/65, DANIEL BURROS, Grand Dragon for the UKA in 
New York, committed suicide in Reeding, fe.» when a New York 
newspaper exposed his Jewish antecedents. 

The UKA held a Klan memorial service for BURROS dur¬ 
ing whloh he was preleed for N Hls belief in the White Race." 

He was in no way dleomed by the UKA. 

The anonymous letter prepared by Philadelphia was 
based on the theory that the writer was a member of the Klan 
during the period of and prior to World War II when the Klan

The auggaatlon of Atlanta that the anti-Semitic 
tone of thla letter should be further muted. In view of that 
effloeto experience In Klan activity, should be considered and 
Atlanta la requested to eubmlt to the Bureau any changes they 
have in mind. 

It la suggested that In the Philadelphia Inquirer 
under the "Lead Material" to be furnished there should be 
s paragraph reflecting that the reporter contacted the local 
Philadelphia Office of the FBI and *ien asked if TABBUTT had 
ever been an PBI Informant, the answer received from the looal 
FBI spokesman was "No Comment."

Concerning the third letter allegedly from SHELTON, 

It is suggested that a Klan typewriter, only if more available 
than handwriting, be considered as the means of preparing this 
letter. 

In regard to SHILTON's letter, it is noted that 
Philadelphia does not have available examples of SHILTON'S 
style of writing and does not have enough knowledge of hie 
educational background or idioms he would use to feel that the 
letter being set out below should bs sent as It is. It Is 
offered as a suggested format for this latter to be prepared 
by one familiar with SHILTON'S style. 

The latter ie built on the incident of the suicide 
of BURN Of. It implies that BURROS Was the agent of a Jewish 
group that, through TABBUTT, bou#it the Grand Dtragonahip of 
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New York from 9HKLT0N. Since BURROS Is gone, the purchasers 
ere dalming that the poet le still theirs by the former agree¬ 
ment.

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only general Information of the type that could have been ob¬ 
tained from contemporary public sources. 

On 12/27/65# he again communicated with I I saying 
that he had been confined to a hospital (name not furnished) 
for the past two weeks, and that li mned late ly on his release 
from the hospital, he had contacted ! I ln a followup effort 
to sell t he sto ry. He came to the Bulletin where he was Inter¬ 
viewed by I I and BOYLE. 

He said that he would appear before the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities on 1/4 or 5/66 as a friendly 
witness. He wanted to sell the Bulletin information and 
documentary evidence or photostats thereof In advance with 
the understanding that his Interview would be confidential 
at this point, and that his material would not be used publicly 
until after his appearance before the HCUA. BOYLE questioned 
him at seme length in an effort to evaluate his purported in¬ 
formation, but actually had no Intentio n o f purchasing his 
material both because he mistrusts TABBUTT and also because a 
restriction on the Bulletin not to print the material until 
after it becomes public knowledge through the testimony before 
the HCUA would negate its monetary value. 

BOYLK's recital of the information furnished was not 
cohesive either chronologically or substantively. It is recon¬ 
stituted Into as near as possible logical sequence as follows: 

TABBUTT said that he had Joined the Xian three times 
during his life: In 1918 when he was Just out of high school 
he worked for the northeast Bell Telephone Company at Portland, 
Maine. His Foreman. f ' I. told him that If he wanted to 

get anywhere in the t elephone company, he would have to Join 
the Xian, and TABBLTTT Joined. In about 1920 he came to Phila¬ 
delphia and became a Philadelphia City Detective. In Philadel¬ 
phia, he again Joined the Xian. 

In 1936, he Joined the Xian again this time at the ) v 
request of JAMES HC ORANERY (later U.S. Attorney General). 
TABBUTT claims that he agreed to Investigate Klan activities 
for MC GRANKRY, and that this agreement took place In the 
presence o f th e present Congressman WILLIAM BARRETT (the late 
Mr. MC ORANERY was a Congressman In the 1930's, and Mr. 

BARRETT was then hie secretary). 
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TABBUTT said that he Investigated the Klan for the 
"Philadelphia Inquirer" In the early 19^0*s. The "Inquirer" 
wanted to oheck the connection between the Gerro&n-American 
Bund and the Klan and whether both were financed by the German 
Govenmeent. 


TABBUTT said he became Interested In returning to 
the Klan early In 1965. He contacted SKELTON and showed 
SHELTON his 1936 documents. He told SHELTON he wanted a job 
as an Investigator, establishing the faot that he had a long 
history as an Investigator. SHEI/TON accepted him and made 
him head of the Klan Bureau of Investigation. 

He traveled on behalf of the Klan to various places 
such as Falls Church, Va.j North Carolina; Washington, D.C., 
and Reading, Pa. 

He claimed to have been to Palls Church, Ya., sev¬ 
eral times, where he talked with i 1 , a former 

associate of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL. I" 1 had soured on 
ROCKWELL and TABBUTT expressed the opinion that he would Join 
foro es with TABBUTT to expose the Klan. TABBUTT clai med 
that | I Is close to Former Oeneral WALKER, and TABBUTT 

wanted the Bulletin to,pay to send| [ to Arkansas or 

Texas to contact VAUBwlth the objective of making WALKER the 
head of the Klan In Texas. BOYLE pointed out this would be a 
substantial expenditure, perhaps $1,000, and TABBUTT agreed 
It would cost that muoh. BOYLE refused. 

In his anticipated testimony before the HCUA, 
TABBUTT said he will explain an Interrelationship between 
the Klan, the Minutemen, and the John Blreh Society. (At¬ 
tention is called to my Airtel of 11/26/65, Page 3, wherein 
he offered to develop this sort of Information for the 
benefit of the American Jewish Consnittee.) BCYLK asked for 
specifics, and TAHBITC.T said that he could establish that 
certain peopl e be long to all three organizations. BOYLE 
discounts TABBUTT's ability to prove an organizational con¬ 
nection of the three groups, feeling that TABBUTT has "an 
overactive Imagination." 

TABBUTT said that he has met with ROY PRANKHGUSER, 
whom he described as the Head of both the Klan and the 
Minutemen In Pennsylvania (we are, of course, aware of many 
such meetings). TABBUTO also claimed, without giving his 
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source, that the Mlnutemen have developed certain special 
weapons. He described one which he said resembles an ori- 
nary pipe for smoking tobaoco, but fires a lethal cyanide 
pellet. He said the Mlnuteaen had also developed a cyanide 
pellet Which can be placed on the seat of an automobile and 
will serve to Impregnate the clothing of an individual and, 
being absorbed Into a person's bloodstream, be lethal. 

TABBUTT said that he could prove that the death 
of DAHHL BURROS at FRANKHOUSKR 's apartment in Reading was 
net suicide, but murder. He said that the publicized stories 
reflected that BURROS had shot himself In the chest and then 
in the head, both wounds being on the right side. BURROS, 
however, was left handed. He said that he rec ently received 
a telephone call from a girl named d I 13, of New York. b7c 
TABBUTT was then In the hospital. She wante d to talk with 
him regarding the murder of BURROS. TABBUTT wanted the Bul¬ 
letin to finance his trip to New York to speak with her. 


TABBUTT said that his original purpose in contact¬ 
ing SHELTON was to rejoin the Klan and then to write a book 
for the purpose of exposing the Xian once and for all. In 
his testimony before the HCUA, TABBUTT proposes to expose 
SHELTON as sat anti-Negro, as a bigot, and to show that SHELTON 
makes a great deal of money from the Klan. He said that 
SHELTON Instructs the local RVeagles that they may keep the 
$10.00 dues collected from members, but SHELTON makes plenty 
of money from collections at rallies and through donations 
from businessmen. He claimed that he had received no money 
from the Klan, and that he hoped to write a book for the pur¬ 
pose of regaining sane of the money he has put into the enter¬ 
prise . 

He said that he contacted the Bulletin for finances, 
as he did not wish to contact Negro or Jewish groups because 
it would then appear that he and they would have a special 
motive for discrediting SHELTON and the Klan. Later In the 
conversation, however, TABBUTT did disclose that he had eon- 
b7c taoted f" I , of the American Jewish Committee.

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He claimed that he had teen In touch with HEADLEY 
DOHA VAX, of "Time,” who was interested (DOHA VAN is known to 
BOYLE as functioning as Editor-In-Chief of Time-Life publica¬ 
tion*),* As a result, TAHBUTT was contacted at the Mayflower 
Hotel in Washington by JACK STEELE. He did net furnish the 
date. (STEEL* is personally known to BOIL* and is the Head 
of the Washington Bureau of Time-Life.) 

BOYL* assumes it is likely that TAHBUTT may have 
contacted other publications in Philadelphia, but he admitted 
only to the contact with "Time," 

TABBUTT said he has not testified at a closed 
session of the HG6A, but indicated that he had been "in con¬ 
tact H with the Conmlttee. He did not specify which Congress¬ 
man or Investigator he had dealt with. In response to BOYLE's 
Question, he said he had not yet been subpoenaed, but that a 
subpoem would be arranged.” 

BOYLE plans to have a reporter contact the HCUA in 
an effort to determine in advanoe whether TABBUTT will actu¬ 
ally appear as a friendly witness cn the dates given. If so, 
he plans to have a reporter from the Bulletin sit in at the 
hearing, so that the Bulletin will have first-hand reporting. 

TAHBUTT claimed to BOYLE that two of the Congress¬ 
men on the HCUA are actually sympathetic to SHELTON. He did 
not furnish names. He claimed, however, that one of these 
Congressmen stopped at the table where SHELTON and TABBUTT 
were having lunch at the Mayflower Hotel and commented to 
SHEI/PON, "BOB, I know you personally are clean and all you 
want is power, but I have my Job to do." 

BOYLE questioned TABBUTT regarding Philadelphia area 
information which would be of special Interest to the Bulletin 
TABBUTT claimed that there are two active Klan groups in the 
area - one in North Philadelphia and the other In Upper Darby, 
a suburb of Philadelphia. He could not remember the name of 
the Head of the North Philadelphia group. He gave GEORGE 
HAUSER as the Head of the Upper Darby group. (BOYLE commented 
that GEORGE HAUSER does not appear in the pertinent telephone 
directory, although there are two persons in the phone book 
named GEORGE HOUSER. Philadelphia indices are negative on 
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GEOROE HAUSER and contain no apparent pertinent or Identifi¬ 
able references to a GEORGE HOUSER.) He claimed that he had 
In hie possession at home 40 applications for Xian membership 
from people in the Philadelphia area. This was part of the 
material that he wanted to sell. BOYLE asked for the names 
of six ef the 40, so that he could check them out to deter- 
mi ne if TABBUTT was actually furnishing accurate Information. 
VfcHBtnT refused. 

BOYLE has no Intention of paying TABBUTT any sub¬ 
stantial sum of money and probably will pay him nothing at 
all. His principal Interes t i s in the Philadelphia angle 
and he assumes that if TABBPTT appears as a friendly witness, 
the HCUA will also require him to produce specifics regarding 
any Philadelphia Klan groups and, particularly, the alleged 
40 applications. if such names are produce d, the Bulletin 
will have the people interviewed. Should TABBUTT reoontaot 
the Bulle tin , BCY1JI will advise this office. BOYLE assumes 
that TABBUTT may be attempting to peddle the story to other 
newspapers and publications In the Philadelphia area, such 
as the "Philadelphia Inquirer" or the "Greater Philadelphia 
Magazine." 

SUGGESTION TO BUREAU : 

It is suggested that the Bureau determine, if possible, whether 
the HCUA does. In fact. Intend to produce TABBUTT as a friend¬ 
ly witness early In January and the extent of particularized 
Information that is anticipated. 

If TABBUTT appears and identifies himself as a "plant" who 
foisted himself on SHELTON and placed himself in a position 
to become privy to Klan membership information, etc., he 
will automatically have served most of the function that the 
proposed counterlntelllgenoe operation was to acconpllsh. 
BOYLE, for example, volunteered the opinion that if TABBUTT 
does testify, SHELTON and the Klan should be laughed out of 
existence. BOYLE, undoubtedly, is too sanguine, but It should 
be possible for the Bur eau through news items. Informants, 
etc., to insure that TABBUTT*e testimony is given appropriate

significance and connotations. For example, each area and 
Slaves*?* where TABBUTT has appeared should be appropriately 
impressed with the fact that he, undoubtedly, has the names 
of all Klan members and has furnished them to the authori¬ 
ties* This Impression could obviously be re-enforced both 
through informants and through widespread Interviews of such 
Klan members In Jtlaverns where such Interviews have not al¬ 
ready taken place. 

On the other hand. It is felt that we must oare- 
fully re-evaluate the things we have previously planned to 
do In this oounterlntelllgenoe operation. It la believed 
we should still consider the desirability of suggesting to 
the newspapers that they contact the Anti-Defamation League 
and the American Jewish Committee, so that they can publish 
the fact that TABBUTT had actually attempted to sell out the 
Klan both to the Negroes and Jews. It is questionable, how¬ 
ever, whether we oould, under the circumstances, successfully 
• carry out the proposed letter from TABBUTT to SKELTON.

This report reflected the following conclusion; 

Evidence disclosed by this investigation indicates that 
SUBJECT'S integrity and discretion, as well as his general 
character, are highly questionable. He 1 b reported to have 
done Investigative work for the Ku Klux Klan; to have attended 
an 'America First' meeting, and to be on the mailing list 
of the Oerman Library of Information, although there 1 b 
no other evidence to question his loyalty, except reports 
that he will do anything for money.' 

The following recommendations and comments were 
made: This Agent recommends that SUBJECT be discharged from 

his present position and that this case be closed. Although 
certain of the charges against SUBJECT are, in the opinion 
of this Agent, the result of prejudice based upon Investigations 
made by SUBJECT which uncovered unfavorable evidence agalnBt 
certain political appointees, the consensus of opinion among 
the various law enforcement agencies and reliable Informants 
Is that SUBJECT'S character Is extremely shady. 

By letter dated 8-11-42, a recommendation was 
forwarded to the office of the Secretary of war that he be 
discharged in accordance with Section 4(a) of the Act of 
July 2, 1940 (Public Lav/ 703, 76th Congress).

Additional study has been given to ROY E. 
FRANKHOUSER, JR., from the counterintelligence standpoint 
both by Philadelphia personnel and by the Resident Agents 
covering Reading, Pa., as requested In relet. 

It appeared that FRANKHOUSER' s propensity for 
weapons, the fact that he owns a car but has no driver's 
license, of feared a point of attack since if stopped and 
found without a license, he could be arrested. A search 
Incidential to arrest would bring into existence a gun 
charge that could be substantiated. 

FRANKHOUSER, It developed, does not have a 
driver's license. Close examination of this point reflects 
that apparently he lacks the mechanical competence to 
operate a car. His companion, a man using the name "BOND," 

I \ who also has no license, has done some 

driving for FRANKHOUSER during periods When allegedly 
illegal arms were in the car.

The Bureau is interested in a counterintelligence 
suggestion that will cause friction between SHELTON and 
FRANKHOUSER and cause SHELTON to expel FRANKHOUSER from 
the Klan. If possible, it would be desirable to cause 
embarrassment to both SHELTON and the Klan. 

It is noted that SHELTON was caused concern by a 
radio broadcast by FRANKHOUSER and that irritation already 
exists between these two men. 

The memorandum of SAI ~1 en¬ 

titled ROY E. FRANKHOUSER dated 7/7/66 reflects the 
following items of interest:

The New Jersey gun law is so written that even 
law enforcement officers of other states cannot legally 
carry a side arm in that state unless it is registered 
under New Jersey law. r .e. 

3. The possibility of an arrest of FRANKHOUSER 
on the Federal charge of possession of a machine gun or 
machine pistol. 

It is noted that the UKA, KKKK, as a matter of avowed 
policy deplores violence and the possession and use of firearms 
by its people. In view of FRANKHOUSER's known habits and views 
concerning both weaponry and violence, it is felt that this 
area offers possibilities for counterintelligence suggestions 
and action. 

While it is desirable that any arrest be based on 
probable cause, so that the arrest and subsequent search are 
legal and will support a conviction, it should be kept in 
mind that the aims 6 f this program will be served by adverse 
publicity that will increase the irritation between SHELTON 
and FRANKHOUSER. 

It is noted that without any outside aid the 
personalities, plans, and viewpoints of these two men will 
tend to increase tension between them but it should be 
considered that we have an obligation to other agencies, 
including, where pertinent. New Jersey authorities, to advise 
them of possible violations of laws under their jurisdiction 
known to us from informants or other sources.

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In considering the above, it should be noted 
that FRANKHOUSER's position in Klan activities in this 
state is such that a break with UKA, KKKK, on the part 
of FRANKHOUSER could signal the attachment of Pennsylvania 
Klan Klavers to another national Klan outfit more extreme 
than UKA.

The FBI marshaled a three- 
veir nationwide counter-intel¬ 
ligence program “to expose, 
disrupt and otherwise 
neutralize” what the late J. 
Edgar Hoover called the New 
Left movement, according to 
internal agency memos made 
public Thursday. 

Hoover directed all FBI of¬ 
fices on May 10, 1968, to 
launch an attack against 
groups and individuals ‘‘who 
spout revolution and unlaw¬ 
fully challenge society to ob¬ 
tain their demands,” 

Hoover terminated that 
project and several other 
counter-intelligence programs 
without explanation in a 
directive to FBI offices - on 
April 28, 1971. 

In the three-page memo es¬ 
tablishing the program and 
the brief notice terminating 
it. Hoover never defined or 
identified specific organiza¬ 
tions or individuals subject to 
the spying program. 

The FBI released copies of 
the memos after Acting At¬ 
torney General Robert H. 
Bork decided not to appeal a 
Federal court order requiring 
the memos to be given to 
NBC television newsman Carl 
Stern, who had filed suit to 
obtain them under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. 

In the 196S memo, Hoover 
instructed FBI offices tn open 
an active file on the "New 
Left movement and, its key 
activists.”

On 9/14/76 Bureau Supervisor BOB SHEA, 
extension 4639. FOI Unit, telephonically contacted 
the Philadelphia Office in an effort to obtain 
positive proof that the Philadelphia- Division had a. 
sent a blind memorandum with a cover letter to the 
Philadelphia County Detectives Office in approxi¬ 
mately 12/65 regarding captioned individuals. This 
request was in connection with teletypes received in * 
this matter from the Bureau in 5/76 and had to do with 
notification of the TABBUTTS that they were subjects r 
of COINTELPRO action. 


In an effort to provide the information 
requested, the writer reviewed the 157 files pertain¬ 
ing to the TABBUTTS and the Philadelphia COINTELPRO 
file and was unable to locate any serial or notation 
on any serial that the blind memorandum and cover 
letter had actually been forwarded to the Philadelphia 
County Detectives Office. This information was relayed 
telephonically to Supervisor SHEA. It was pointed out 
that in Philadelphia's nitel to the Bureau, dated 5/7/76, 
captioned as above, that "a review of Philadelphia file 
157-1663 indicates blind memorandum mentioned in retel 
was sent." The inference that this blind memorandum was 
sent came from the fact that, by Philadelphia airtel to 
the Bureau dated 12/21/65* copies of the cover letter and 
blind memorandum were sent as enclosures to the Bureau, 
requesting that the Bureau approve these documents for 
transmittal to the Philadelphia County Detectives O^f^oe.

Although the writer and Supervisor SHEA under¬ 
stood that the documents were transmitted to the Phila¬ 
delphia County Detectives Office and that they were trans¬ 
mitted on approval of Bureau Supervisor, there was no 
positive statement in the file that the material was sent. 
Supervisor SHEA stated that he would provide this informa¬ 
tion to the Special Review Committee of the Department of 
Justice, who had initially requested this information and 
would determine if any additional action is necessary by 
Philadelphia, 
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
